Vanquished Egyptians Face Starvation, Perhaps Civil War

ATHENS (AP) - President 


Gamal Abdel Nasser has fought 
and lost what he called his "bat- 
tle of destiny" and brought his 
country to the brink of starva- 
tion and civil war. 


Already in deficit to every 


country with which it traded 
before the outbreak of war June 
5, Egypt now is close to bank- 
ruptcy. It doesn't have the sol- 
ace of revenue from the Suez 
Canal, blocked by sunken ships. 


Without assistance from the 


outside, 
the 
population 
of 


Egypt's principal 
cities will 


starve by September. That is 
how long experts believe the 
country's current supplies of 
wheat will last. The masses in 
Egyptian cities exist on bread. 


In its blitz Sinai campaign, 


Israel captured wells which sup- 
plied half of Egypt's oil produc- 


tion. Egypt had hoped to be- 
come an oil exporter within two 
years. Now it will need to im- 
port oil for the foreseeable fu- 
ture. 


The impact of Nasser's deba- 


cle in Sinai has not yet struck 
the Egyptian population. But

Leftist Aly Sbry. chief of the 


Arab Socialist Union, Egypt's 
only political party, controls the 
streets and can bring out and 
orchestrate a mob at will. 


Moderate Zakaria Mohieddin, 


named by Nasser as his succes- 
sor in his "resignation" speech 
last Friday, has solid support 
inside Egypt's police and secu- 
rity forces. 


Sabry and Mohieddin 
have 


been at odds for years over 
whose advice will prevail with 


Nasser. It is certain that the old 
feud is aflame again, with Nas- 
ser apparently trying to play 
one off against the other. 


If it conies to a showdown, a 


vicious civil conflict could re- 
sult. 


Then there is the army, whose 


junior commanders must feel 
disenchanted with the Nasser 
regime. Its future course is un- 
certain, but some knowledgea- 
ble observers believe Mohidedin 
has substantial support inside 
its ranks. 


For the moment, Nasser's 


appeal still is effective and he 
clearly has the support of the 
masses. They are not yet starv- 
ing. 


Egypt now has about $120 mil- 


lion in foreign currency 
re- 


serves, $90 million of which it 
claims is in gold. The govern- 
ment owes $200 million to West- 


ern countries, including $170 
million to the United States. 


Annual income from the Suez 


is S230 million — Egypt's larg- 
est foreign currency earner. But 
the canal now is blocked and the 
Israelis are camped along its 
eastern banks. 


Even before it went to war, 


Egypt had a $456 million bal- 
ance of trade deficit which now 
will increase as a result of the 
dim outlook for the country's 
petroleum production. 


The Soviet Union may now be 


reluctant to put up substantial 
new aid for Egypt. Soviet sup- 
port for Egypt during the swift 
war was largely verbal, and 
Nasser's disappointment 
was 


reflected in at least four hasty 
meetings he had with the Soviet 
ambassador to Cairo, Dimitri 
Pojadaiev, during the week. 


Nasser's best hope lies in such 


wealthier Arab neighbors as 
Kuwait, Libya and Bahrain, 
which may be willing to come 
through with loans in the name 
of Arab solidarity. 


The Nasser regime continues 


to brainwash the Egyptian pop- 
ulation, which so far has not 
been told the dimensions of 
Egypt's defeat. 


Cairo newspapers are full of 


accusations against the United 
States, branded the architect of 
Israel's victory. Cairo radio di- 
rects a steady drumfire of prop- 
aganda 
against 
the 
United 


States. The average Egyptian 
firmly 
believes 
the 
United 


States supplied air support for 
Israel. 


Egypt suffers from a disas- 


trous technological gap. The 
Egyptians had good planes and 
good radar equipment, but they 
did not know how to use either 


effectively. 


According 
to 
one report, 


Egyptian pilots at the Abu 
Sweir airbase were drinking 
coffee in a ready room when 
Israeli jets swooped over the 
field and destroyed all their 
planes in a napalm raid. The 
radar was not operating. 


Nasser has effectively played 


the United States off against the 
Soviet Union for many years. 
But now he has ruptured ties 
with the United States, and 
there is dissatisfaction in Egypt 
because the Soviet Union did 
nothing practical to aid Egyp- 
tian forces in the war. 


Late last week, Nasser held 


two meetings with the Chinese 
Communist ambassador to Cai- 
ro. Peking seems eager to step 
into the vacuum. That would 
give Nasser a chance to play 
China against the Soviet Union.

Year Was Not 
Spectacular 


'67 Rulings Covered 
Rights, Obscenity, 
Police Limitations

WASHINGTON (AP) - This 


was not one of the Supreme 
Court's most sensational years. 
It didn't build new fires against 
itself as in time past when it 
sharply narrowed police powers 
with criminals, banned certain 
prayers in public schools, or 
told state legislatures to reor- 
ganize themselves more demo- 
cratically. 


Nevertheless in the 1966-67 


term which ended Monday the 
court covered a lot of ground. 
Principally it backed the police 
a bit while strengthening the 
rights of criminal suspects and 
trial defendants, continued to 
protect individual rights, pur- 
sued its course against racial 
discrimination, made it a little 
tougher to collect on libel suits, 
and took a dim view on convic- 
tions for obscenity. 


In one historic decision the 


court forced a revision nation- 
wide in the treatment of juve- 
niles accused of delinquency to 
give 
them 
legal 
protection 


similar to that afforded adults. 


In the field of individual 


rights: 


Threat of Removal 


—The court ruled states may 


not prosecute a policeman for 
official wrongdoing on the basis 
of a confession given him under 
"threat of removal from office" 
and said lawyers may not be 
disbarred for refusing, under 
the Fifth Amendment's protec-i 
tion against self-incrimination, 
to testify during official inves- 
tigation into their ethics. 


—The court said New York 


State may not fire a public 
school teacher, or any other civ- 
il servant, solely because he is a 
member of the Communist Par- 
ty; knocked out a federal law 
authorizing the government to 
take away an American's cit- 
izenship for voting in a foreign 
election; and ruled Americans 
who visit Communist countries 
without government permission 
may not be criminally prosecut-

Firemen Dousing Blaze 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - A 


$35,000 fire in the mostly Negro 
Watts district brought out a 
large crowd that threw rocks 
and bottles at firemen. 


The crowd, estimated by 


police at about 500 persons, 
gathered quickly Monday night 
in the western part of the dis- 
irict, the scene of bloody rioting 
in 1965. 


No injuries 
were 
reported. 


Police said they arrested five 
juveniles and three adults on 
charges including battery of a 
police officer and inciting a riot.

T h a t question, impulsively 


asked and quickly forgotten, has 
been a recurring challenge t< 
Mrs. James H. Buell, Ogden 
Dunes, Ind. recipient of this 
year's Lawrence Alumni Dis 
tinguished Service Award. 


"I am not a naturalist, a 


scientist, a conservationist, or 
an engineer," states the Me- 
nasha native and former Kau 
kauna school teacher, "but as 
grew older and became ac 
quainted with the beauty of the 
area, I began to feel it was 
meant to be enjoyed by all 
people." 


Mrs. Buell began her fight for 


a national lakeshore over 15 
years ago and stayed with

the existence of sand dunes 
along Lake Michigan." 


First Contact 


Her first contact with the 


save-the-dunes campaign was 
the result of another impulse. 
She and her husband stoppec 
for dinner at a Gary, Ind., hote' 
when she noticed an announce- 
ment of a meeting later that 
evening of the Indiana Dunes 
Preservation Council.

Council is working to implement 
the bill, to raise funds to buy 
parcels that were taken out of 
the bill and to help other 
conservation groups in the coun- 
try. 


For her distinguished work in

Decoying Bodies, Deserted Arms Strewn Across Sinai 
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Remains of Egyptian Defeat Slowly Covered by Desert Sands 


By HUGH A. MULLIGAN 
AP Special Correspondent 
WITH ISRAELI TROOPS ON 


THE SUEZ CANAL (AP) - The 
drifting hot sands of the Sinai 
Desert are slowly obliterating 
the blackened remnants of a 
major part of the Egyptian 
Army. 


Arab military leaders can 


only look on the scene and des- 
pair, as for the third time in 
recent history their dreams of 
driving the Jews from Palestine 
have come to grief in the sands 
of Sinai. 


All the way from the Gaza 


Strip to the banks of the Suez 
Canal, the scorching desert is 
littered with the black hulks of 
hundreds of burned- out tanks, 
broken vehicles and antiaircraft 
guns and command cars, thou- 
sands of pieces of mobile equip- 
ment, long lines of scorched 
trucks, still in convoy forma- 


tion, hit so fast from the air that 
ihey had no time to scatter and 
no place to scatter to, 


Rail 
cars—o v e r t u r n e d , 


stacked up, strewn about in 
chaotic confusion like a toy 
train swept off the tracks by a 
child in a tantrum — line the 
tracks snaking across the arid 
desert. 


In two days of jolting through 


the Sinai Peninsula in an Israeli 
army truck, I saw an endless 
panorama of death and devasta- 
tion testifying to the swiftness of 
the Israeli sweep to the Suez 
Canal and the savage fury of 
fighting in the scorching desert. 


Everywhere the seering des- 


ert winds brought the fetid 
stench of bodies rotting in the 
pitiless sun. Even though the 
Israeli army hurried in bulldoz- 
er crews to help bury the dead 
and head off epidemics, the vic- 


tims were scattered all along 
the road from Gaza to the ca- 
nal, 
hands and legs stretched 


out almost suppliantly in the 
death rigor. 


In the drab, destroyed Arab 


villages, 
the 
people—mostly 


women, children and old men- 
hurried through the streets with 
their hands stretched in surren- 
der over their heads, always 
preceded by one or two elders 
waving a white flag. 


On the road from El Arish to 


the Suez Canal, a dozen or so 
Egyptian soldiers in uniform, a 
few carrying rifles, were seen 
hurrying across the sand dunes, 
trying to get to the blue-green 
ribbon of the canal stretching 
across the horizon like a tur- 
quoise mirage. 


"They will be caught sooner 


or later," said an Israeli colo- 
nel, 
"or else they will lay down 


their arms and try to swim to 
the west bank of the canal. In 


which case we will not bother 
them." 


Our trucks rolled on as the 


sun reached its meridan and the 
burning sands gave off shim- 
mering heat waves. 


Farther along the road from 


El Arish, we were halted at a 
roadblock. A squad of Israeli 
soldiers formed a menacing half 
circle 
around 
a bombed-out 


Egyptian halftrack, its front 
tires still smoldering. 


One of the soldiers fired a ri- 


fle grenade into the rear end of 
the vehicle. Before the smoke 
had cleared, an Egyptian sol- 
dier jumped down from the cab 
where he had been hiding, fol- 
lowed closely at heel by his 
faithful badly frightened dog. 


In Kantara, the handsome old 


Arab city that bestrides the 
Suez Canal, streets on the east 
side were silent and deserted 
save for packs of hungry, home- 
less dogs. Most of the population 


including the mayor and the 
entire police force had fled to 
the section of the city on the 
Egyptian-held west bank. 


The Egyptians had cut off the 


water and electricity to the east 
side making the situation even 
more pitiful for hundreds of ref- 
ugees pouring in from the Sinai. 
Many were Egyptian soldiers 
who had thrown down their 
arms. 


Israeli soldiers, camping on 


the lawns and in the flower 
gardens of the lovely old homes, 
were under strict orders not to 
do any looting, not to deal In the 
shops and to move through the 
town warily because of sniper 
activity in some quarters. 


Water was restricted to one 


canteen a day. 


Over their campfires at night, 


the Israelis discussed the great 
tank battle that had taken place 
just a few miles from the city 


and argued over whether their 
victory proved the superiority of 
the American-built Patton and 
the British-built Centurions over 
the Russian-built Stalin tanks. 


"The tanks were good. It's 


just that the people in them 
weren't, said a 21-year-old Is- 
raeli tank commander. "They 
had no discipline. If we hit one 
tank with an antitank rocket, 
the other drivers would pop out 
" of their hatches and immediate- 
ly run away." 


I knelt at the canal edge to 


wash my face and found myself 
looking into the bloated, black- 
ened face of an Egyptian sol- 
dier floating under a dock. 


A dozen miles down the canal, 


Israeli'soldiers stood guard over 
the skeleton remains of the 
great pivot bridge at Wahid 
which had been bombed twice. 
Israeli fighter-bombers first hit 
the bridge to keep the Egyptian 
troops bottled up in the Sinai 


Peninsula. Three hours later 
Egyptian MIGs hit the bridge Id 
keep the Israelis from crossing 
to the west bank. 


The road back up the Siimi 


Peninsula was clogged 
with 


long, lumbering supply columns 
winding down to the troops sta- 
tioned along the canal, and 
enormous trailer trucks heading 
in the opposite direction with 
salvageable Egyptian tanks and 
antiaircraft guns. 


In the gathering 
darkness 


along the Gaza Strip, three tur- 
baned Indian soldiers, the last 
remaining members of the U.N. 
Emergency Force, looked over 
the wreckage of a U.N. car that 
had rolled over three Egyptian 
mines the day the war broke 
out. 


"We're just cleaning up the 


last bits and pieces before pull- 
ing out to Cyprus," said Lt. Col.

—Be sure tire pressures are 


within the safety limits pre- 
scribed by the manufacturer to 
prevent overheating and spon- 
taneous combustion, most com- 
mon in trucks, but also a 
passenger car problem. 


—Be careful when smoking. 


While hot ashes rarely result in 
open flame, damage from smol- 
dering can be extensive. 


Kuehnl added that as a fire 


precaution—as well as for other 
reasons, it is unwise to leave 
small 
children unattended in 


autos.

Services Open Doors Wider 


On Educational Opportunity

WASHINGTON - One 


that's good about being drafted, 
or about enlisting, is that you 
can get Uncle Sam to help foot 
the bill for a lot more educa- 
tion. 


Now the Defense Department 


is giving the program a shot in 
the arm by eliminating the 
ceiling on government help of 
$14.25 per semester hour, al- 
though you will still have to pay 
25 per cent of the total cost. 


Whether you want to take 


grade school or high school 
subjects, or go in for college or 
vocational or graduate study, 
the only limit is your time, 
ability and willingness to tackle 
the work. 


The first thing you should do 


about it is to visit the educa- 
tional adviser at your post. Not 
willing to take a chance on you 
doing this, the Defense Depart- 
ment in its new directive insists 
that a man be given counsel 
within 30 days after he is 
assigned to a new station so 
that he will know what his 
educational opportunities are. 


Many Ways Open 


Each of the services offers a 


variety of ways for a man to go 
to college at government ex- 
pense for courses tied in with 
his military career. And there 
are 
many 
ways to get a 


commission in this educational 
process. 


The new Pentagon directive 


sets as minimum educational 
goals: officers, a bacculaureate 
degree; non-commissioned of- 
ficers, two years of college; 
lower rank enlisted men, high 
school 
diploma or 
the GE 


equivalent. 


But the military gives you no 


high school diploma or college 
degree. That's up to civilian 
boards of education and the 
colleges. But most give full 
credit for courses offered in the 
General Educational Develop- 
ment program. 


Off-duty classes usually are

At 540 pounds, Mariner 5 is 


less than a fourth the weight of 
the Soviet Union's Venus 4 
spacecraft, launched Sunday at 
10:40 p.m. in an attempt to 
break the Soviet Union's inter- 
planetary jinx. 


U.S. scientists gave both the 


Soviet and American missions a 
good chance of succeeding, even 
though three previous Soviet 
probes to Venus failed in the 
search for life and other mys- 
teries behind Venus' veil of 
clouds. 


High Temperature 


Mariner 2, which passed with- 


in 21,700 miles of the planet, 
indicated a surface temperature 
of between 600 and 800 degrees 
above zero — hot enough to 
melt lead 


While this would be too hot for 


life as we know it, there is evi- 
dence that mountains exist on 
the planet with temperatures at 
high elevations ranging down to 
76 degrees below zero. There is 
also evidence of carbon dioxide 
and water vapor, two things 
needed to support plant life. 


"It would not be surprising to 


see the Soviets succeed on this 
mission," 
said Dr. William 


Pickering, director of the Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory at Pasa- 
dena, Calif., which manages the 
Mariner project. Pickering said 
the Soviet Union has had time to 
assess what went wrong on past 
failures and correct the prob- 
lems. 


Two previous Soviet probes 


came close to success Venus 3, 
which crash-landed on the plan- 
et in March, 1966, was to send 
an instrument package para- 
chuting to the surface. The So- 
viet Union did not announce its 
plans for Venus 4, which at 2,438 
pounds weighs several hundred 
pounds more than the biggest of 
its three previous Venus probes. 


4-Month Trip 


Mariner 5 will continue explo-

ruptcy. It doesn't have the sol- 
ace of revenue from the Suez 
Canal, blocked by sunken ships.

That is 
how long experts believe the 
country's current supplies of 
wheat will last. The masses in 
Egyptian cities exist on bread. 


In its blitz Sinai campaign, 


Israel captured wells which sup- 
plied half of Egypt's oil produc- 


tion. Egypt had hoped to be- 
come an oil exporter within two 
years. Now it will need to im- 
port oil for the foreseeable fu- 
ture.

cle in Sinai has not yet struck 
the Egyptian population.

Sabry and Mohieddin have 


been at odds for years over

Nasser. It is certain that the old 
feud is aflame again, with Nas- 
ser apparently trying to play 
one off against the other. 


If it comes to a showdown, a 


vicious civil conflict could re- 
sult. 


Then there is the army, whose 


junior commanders must feel 
disenchanted with the Nasser 
regime. Its future course is un- 
certain, but some knowledgea- 
ble observers believe Mohidedin 
has substantial support inside 
its ranks. 


For the moment. Nasser's 


appeal still is effective and he 
clearly has the support of the 
masses. They are not yet starv- 
ing. 


Egypt now has about $120 mil- 


lion in foreign currency 
re- 


serves. $90 million of which it 
claims is in gold. The govern- 
ment owes $200 million to West- 


ern countries, including $170 
million to the United States. 


Annual income from the Sue,c 


is $230 million — Egypt's larg- 
est foreign currency earner. But 
the canal now is blocked and the 
Israelis are camped along its 
eastern banks. 


Even before it went to war. 


Egypt had a $456 million bal- 
ance of trade deficit which now 
will increase as a result of the 
dim outlook for the country's 
petroleum production.

Egypt suffers from a disas- 


trous technological gap. The 
Egyptians had good planes and

Egyptian pilots at the Abu 
Sweir airbase were drinking 
coffee in a ready room when 
Israeli jets swooped over the 
field and destroyed all their 
planes in a napalm raid. The 
radar was not operating. 


Nasser has effectively played 


the United States off against the 
Soviet Union for many years. 
But now he has ruptured ties 
with the United States, and 
there is dissatisfaction in Egypt 
because the Soviet Union did 
nothing practical to aid Egyp- 
tian forces in the war. 


Late last week, Nasser held 


two meetings with the Chinese 
Communist ambassador to Cai- 
ro.

There has been concern among Demo- 


crats that several United States Senators 
who come up for re-election next year may 
be in deep political trouble because of their 
dove-like stands on the war in Vietnam.

The war in Vietnam is obviously not a 


popular 
one. But the vocal opposition 


comes from the intellectual 
community, 


college students, many newspapers, a high 
percentage of the clergy, and some political 
figures in most major parties. But. despite 
the constant polls, it is difficult indeed to 
tell exactly what the majority of voters feel 
about the way the war should be conducted 
and, even more important, how they will 
relate their opinions to the candidates. 


Senator William Fulbright of Arkansas 


has been one of the most persistent critics 
of our being in the war. He has conducted 
hearings of the Senate committee he heads 
into the conduct of the war. He has written 
a long book vehemently criticizing what he 
terms our "arrogance of power." Since 
President Johnson, despite his words in 
favor of dissent, does not really accept it, at 
least among members of the party which he 
leads, relations between the two men are at 
a low ebb. 


But the Arkansas Gazette argues edito- 


rially that Fulbright's vulnerability on 
Vietnam "has been severely overrated . . . 
Fulbright has become Johnson's principle 
adversary (on the war issue) and this is 
hardly an uncomfortable position when Mr. 
Johnson's personal popularity is at a low 
ebb." The Gazette further points out that 
the war has not aroused great patriotic 
enthusiasm among the American people, 


Proposition 14 Invalid 


By the narrowest of margins, a five to 


four vote, the United States Supreme Court 
has upheld a California Supreme Court 
decision that Proposition 14, enacted by 
referendum vote last November, is uncon- 
stitutional. 


The background of the case is somewhat 


involved. California had two laws which 
prohibited brokers and private property 
owners from discriminating for racial or 
religious reasons in the sale of property. 
Proposition 14. adopted through the initia- 
tive process by a vote of almost 2 to 1, in 
effect threw out the laws.

Duchess 
of 


Windsor. 
But reportedly the 
Duke is 


disappointed that his wife did not receive

The deeper the United States blunders into

Asian morass, the better 


Fulbright looks all the while . . . the same

The problems that face a dove candi- 


date next year, however, are indicated by 
the failure of Wisconsin Democrats

There may be more 
obscure reasons than opposition to the 
point of view but it is also a play it safe 
philosophy that some Republicans have also 
taken. 


Senator Nelson's statement that the 


political consequences must be weighed but 
"there isn't any way in good conscience to 
fuzz over the issue" was a courageous one. 
Too many people in public office have 
fuzzed 
it over for the purely 
political 


reason of not knowing what would appeal 
to the voter. Whatever the merits of a 
bombing halt, there is far more leadership 
in 
Senator 
Nelson's 
approach 
to 
the 


problem than in the head-in-the-sand atti- 
tude of many of his fellow Democrats and a 
lot of Republicans as well. 


If we are still bogged down in Vietnam 


and apparently no closer to winning or 
getting out in other ways by election time, 
things could go badly indeed for 
the 


President and those who follow his lead. 
But the 
public's mind 
is difficult to 


interpret. American tempers by that time 
may be so aroused over the number of 
American casualties that the pressure may 
be on to go all out to win a military victory 
and those who are critical may be political 
liabilities, however sound their opinions 
may be. 


Fourteenth 
Amendment

States Constitution and did not guarantee 
equal protection of the laws.

Britannia no longer rules the waves and 


is having serious troubles with its own 
economy. But some amount of respect 
should be maintained for a nation and its 
customs which led the Western world to 
discovery, progress and traditions 
that 


promoted courage and security.

Hawk himself on the Bad Axe 
River, in what is now Vernon 
County. In 1834, in command 
of a regiment of Rangers, he 
was sent by Gen. Jackson of 
Missouri through Indian terri- 
tory to the Red River near the 
Texas line, to make peace 
with the red men of that 
quarter.i 


His remarkable success in 


ihis mission caused his selec-

by Gen. Jackson

three companies of 


dragoons, he rode 1,600 miles. 
made treaties with all the 
principal tribes, and returned 
in three months with the loss 
of but one man.

Gaines recommended t h a t 
Congress should vote him a 
sword with the thanks of the 
nation.

Strictly Personal 
English Is Language 
Of Multiple Idioms

A Cuban refugee living in 


Miami 
writes 
to 
say that 


although he has studied both 
German and French, he finds 
English 
much harder 
than 


either " b e c a u s e so many 
words in English have four or 
five meanings."

This is regrettably true of 


our language. It is strong, 
supple, and melodious — but it 
is not clear and unequivocal. 
Unlike French, English is a 
language in which it is often 
difficult to say exactly what 
one means. 


One reason for this is our 


super-abundance 
of 
idioms. 


Any tongue that is rich in 
idioms gains in color and 
variety, but loses in precision. 
As L. P. Smith points out in 
his book, "Words and Idioms," 
the phrase to "go on" can 
mean to "proceed," to "con- 
tinue," to "behave badly," and 
even to "talk volubly." 


And 
even 
more 
so, the 


phrase to "get on" can mean 
"to mount," "to hurry," "to 
prosper," "to grow old," or 
"to be on good terms" with 
someone. How is the foreigner 
learning English to recognize 


which of these meanings is 
being expressed in conversa- 
tional form? Our word "take" 
alone means not only "take," 
but also sometimes, "give" or 
"go" or even "make." 


The large Oxford Dictionary 


ciles 52 meanings of "take 
up," and 67 meanings of "set 
up." 
And even the small 


Concise Oxford on my desk 
gives 30 different uses of the 
word "make" — such 
as 


construct, compose, prepare, 
cause, result in, establish, get 
together, conclude, feel, dis- 
cern, amount to, become, gain, 
proceed, secure, and many 
more. 


Our little particles of lan- 


guage enable us to say much 
with little, to engage in a sort 
of verbal shorthand that can 
be baffling to foreigners. In 
describing a great variety of 
human actions and relations, 
Smith points out: 


"We can take to people, take 


them up, take them down, 
take them off, or take them 
in; keep in with them, keep 
them down or off or under; 
get at them, or round them, or 
get on with them; do for them, 
do with them or without them, 
and do them in; make up to 
them, make up with them, 
make off with them; set them 
up or down, or hit them off." 


In English, a house "burns 


up" when it "burns down"; 
and we "beat up" a person 
when we "beat him down." 
We also "take" a haircut and 
"take" a bath, but where do 
we take them to? Our lan- 
guage is an idiom's delight, 
but a student's nightmare.
